Deformities  Which  May  bo  Avoided— Do 
footive  Vision— Curious  Cases. 


Perhaj>s  from  no  oilier  unsusiHVted  in¬ 
firmity  does  such  a  variety  and  cx>qi plica¬ 
tion  of  diseases  arise  as  from  defective 
visiou.  Tiiis  variety  is  almost  infinite.  It 
is  the  marvel  of  the  many  that  sjicvtacles 
are  so  president  in  our  day.  and  the  wii 
acres  assign  tirst  one  reason  and  then  an¬ 
other  -i me  laying  it  to  tight  lacing, 
other  to  luigh  Keeled  shoes,  forgetting  that 
spectacles  are  as  common  among  men  tis 
among  women.  All  combine,  however, 
to  atmek  the  oculists  and  declare  that  it 
is  all*jonv*-nse  anyway,  and  merely  an 
effect  of  the  imagination  ujton  which  the 
oculists  ate  but  too  willing  to  play.  Rut 
the  truth  never  seems  to  strike  this  same 
general  public  i  the  truth  for  which  the 
.1  mies  have  e -ed  to  be  so  thank¬ 
ful)  that  the  scientists  who,  for  love  of 
their  kind  and  their  profession,  have  de¬ 
voted  their  livi-s  to  tlie  study  of  the  sub¬ 
ject  in  all  its  ramifications,  have  dis¬ 
co  ver*s  I  a  new  way  to  treat  old  diseases, 
i.  e.,  by  way  of  the  eye,  instead  of  by 
way  of  tlie  stomach. 

George  grows  j>ale  and  thin  and  stoop-- 
shoulder.  -1.  Assuan  ;us  he  commcncis 
to  study  he  Itecomes  sick  at  the  stomachy 
As  this  sickness  seems  to  accompany  the 
effdri  of  studying  only,  his  father  rather 
fancies  that  it  onuts  on  liecause  the  boy 
is  obliged  to  go  to  echoed,  and  be  seems 
inclined  to ‘force  matters  with  his  son. 
But  the  mother  knows  the  reality  of  the 
boy's  suffering.  So  she  do-  tors  liim  for 
indigestion — a  little  8oda.  a  little  lime 
water,  a  little  mint — all  the  harmless 
reunifies  in  fact  that  are  written  in  the 
mother’s  pharmacopoeia,  not  forgetting  to 
give  liim  a  liiarul  dowi  of  warru  water 
once  in  a  while  as  an  emetic.  Hut  all 
this  care  does,  him  no  permanent  good. 
The  moment  George  liegirn  to  study  again 
or  to  read  the  old  trouble  is  renewed.  So 
often  does. this  occur  tliat  his  mother  de¬ 
termines  u[»on  the  advice  of  someone 
wiser  than  herself. 

‘•.Madame,”  says  the  physician,  ‘‘your 
boy  has  no  more  dyspej*sia  than  you 
have.  lie  is  simply  so  near  sighted  that 
he  can  hardly  see  beyond  his  nose.'  Get 
spectacles  for  him.  He  is  growing 
round  shouldered  and  hollow  chested 
from  nothing  else  hut  a  continued  effort 
to  see.  His  sickinsw  of  stomach  arises 
from  the  same  cause.  Take  away  his 
pepjierniint  and  give  him  glasses  instead, 
or  what  is  better,  put  him,  into  the  hands 
of  some  professional  opthalmic  surgeon. 
The  nerves  are  all  in  syinjiathy,  and  what 
affepts  In-  eyes  will  likewise  affect  his 
brain  and  stomach.”  The  advice  fol¬ 
lowed.  the  t»oy  is  forthwith  cured  of  his 
dyspefisia.

Fungi  a*  Plant  Allies. 

Vi’liile  some  forms  of  fungus  are  most 
destructive  to  vegetation,  it  is  now  be¬ 
lieved  that  there  are  others  which  lender 
assistance  to  the  plants  on  which  they, 
live.  Frank  found  that  the  fungus  cover¬ 
ing  the  young  root  points  of  certain  forest 
trees,  as  the  beech  and  oak,  seems  to  help 
in  tlie  nutrition  of  those  trees.  Another 
interesting  case  has  lately  been  studied  in 
Germany  by  Wahrlich,  who  finds  that  a 
yellow,  bladder-like  fungus  of  the  root 
tissue  of  orchids  worlds  no  perceptible 
harm  to  the  plants,  but  on  the  contrary 
prohobly  aids  them  by  changing  woody 
matters  into  a  form  that  they  may  more 
readily  absorb. — Arkansas  Traveler. 


American  Dyed  Sealskin*. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  know  that 
American  art  now  excels  foreign  skill  in 
tlie  communication  of  the  quality  so  es¬ 
sential  to  a  handsome  sealskin,  namely, 
the  dye.  What  was  known  as  the  Lon- 
dofi  dye  held  the  vantage  ground  for 
years,  until  a  furrier  in  Albany  elabo¬ 
rated  a  superior  process.  Of  course  he 
made  an  immense  fortune.  He  kept  the 
secret  to  himself  so  closely  that  he  main¬ 
tained  a  monopoly  of  the  market.  He 
died  in  the  ordinary  course,  but  the 
secret  was  imparted  to  his  son  a  few 
years  before  his  death,  and  is  still  ex¬ 
clusively  employed  by  him.— Brooklyn 
Citizen.
